5. If a candidate is unable to pass both parts of 
any examination in two academic years, he shall not be 
allowed to continue his studies for the degree of B.Sc. 
in Dairying. If, however, he is unable to appear in 
the examination owing to illness and this fact is certi- 
fied by the Principal of Ills college, he may be given 
extra chance at the next examination, but the number 
of such chances shall not exceed the number of exami- 
nations missed owing to illness certified by the Princi- 
pal. 

6. As soon as possible after the examination, the 
Registrar shall publish a list of successful candidates. 

7. Men students before being allowed to sit for 
a University examination shall undergo N-C.C, train- 
ing and shall attend at least 75 per cent t>£ the N.C.C.

He shall also bring a report on his train- 
ing from the Head of the Factory in which he received 
the training.

REVISED REGULATIONS ^OR THE DEGREE 

OF BACHELOR OF L\WS EXAMINATION 
O 0 come into force with effect from the new 
F.E-L. edmissiom of 1967) 

1. The course for the degree of Bachelor of Laws 
shall be conducted by the University Department of 
Laws —

failed, at the next examination, or, if he fails to pass or 
present himself for that examination, at the examination 
next after that, and if he obtains minimum marks in 
that paper as laid down in regulation 7.1(a), in either 
of these examinations, he shall be deemed to have passed 
the examination. 

7.4. Admision fee for a candidate who is appearing 
in a compartment paper under regulation 73 or in a 
paper or papers under j emulation 7.2 shall be the same as 
for the whole examination. Such a candidate shall 
not be eligible for a prize or a medal. 

7.5. A candidate who fails in a paper or papers 
and/or aggregate, may be given grace marks, as stated 
below, up to 1 per cent of the total aggregate marks of 
the University examination, to make up the deficiency: — 

(i) to the best advantage of the candidate to 
enable him to pass in the aggregate or in 
the paper/papers; 

(ii) to earn exemption or compartment; 


(iii) to clear the compartment or other paper* 
in which he has been declared to re-appear, 
grace marks up to 1 per cent of the total 
marks of the papers in which he reappear*. 

7.6. A candidate who comes under compartment 
in a paper under regulation 73 or has to reappear in 
one paper under regulation 7,2 may be permitted to 
join the next higher class. If he fails in that paper at 
the next supplementary examination, he may continue 
his studies in the next higher classi and appear for the 
compartment or the re-appear paper along with the 
higher class examination at the next annual exami- 
nation. 

Provided, however, that the result of the next 
higher class examination of such a candidate shall be 
declared only if he is declared successful in the paper 
in which he appears, and in case he fails in the paper 
he shall be declared to have failed in the examination 
and his result of the next higher examination shall 
be treated as cancelled. 

8.1. A candidate who is unable to pass an exami- 
nation mentioned in Rule 2 in four consecutive chances 
shall not be allowed to continue his studies for the 
Law course. 

8.2 The Syndicate may, at its discretion, allow 
one extra chance immediately next to the expiry of the 
fourth consecutive chance permissible to a candidate 
if he could not avail of a chance or chances owing 
to illness. The Syndicate may grant this chance only 
if the candidate had reported to the Registrar through 
the Head of the Department of Laws the fact of his ill- 
ness acrompanied by medical certificate within thirty 
days of the date of commencement of examination 
missed by him. 

8.3. In the case of a regular college student, four 
consecutive chances shall begin from the first examina- 
tion held on the completion of the course. In the case 
of a private candidate, it shall begin from the examina- 
tion for which he submitted admission form and fee for 
the first time. 

9. The examination will be held according to the 
syllabi and courses of study prescribed by the Faculty 
of Laws from time to time. 

10.1. The result shall be published by the Registrar 
as soon as possible after the termination of the exami- 
nation. 

10.2. Successful candidates shall be classified as 
under:— 

(a) Those who pass obtaining 75% .. With 

or more marks Honours. 

(b) Those who pass obtaining 65% . . First Class, 
or more marks 

(c) Below 65% marks . . Second
